Be it construed as sincere concern for the credit 
of the conrjmonwcaUh, or sardonic humor by art executive 
' who has flouted all prudence and economy, a special com- 
mission "to work out ways and means of effecting governmental 
economy" is desirable. 

The commission, were its personnel drawn from practical 
business men, could work out many "ways and means of effecting 
governmental economies," approved by the governor in theory 
but disregarded in practice. First of the ways and means would 
be to cut expenses, as the finance commission did at Fall River. 
Mr. Curley's proposals for additional revenue to meet the 
record expenditures recommended by him may be effectual not 
only in a financial way but in arousing the public against the 
serious trend of State spending.

Governor's Councillor Philip J. RusseK Sr. is In the thick of 
the fight. His candidate 1. I.yman Lynch. He has had no other 
candidate since the vacancy occurred and he has repeatedly pressed

I Voters. 

The Governor apparently was impressed by Mr. Russell', sup- 
port of Mr. Lynch, for just before the meeUng of Jan 15 he an- 
nounced to the press that he intended to nominate the former city 
official. Within • few minutes, however, he "killed" the .tory and 
«ild no nomination would be .'ubmiiied.

It is further reported,— and neither confirmed nor denied by 
Mr. Russell,— that he reminded the Governor he has been charged 
locally with being "a rubber stamp" for Mr. Curley in the matter 
of approving appointments and that he may have the chance in 
the future to prove those who made the claim were In error. 

The Governor needs Mr. Russell's vote In the Council on many 
matters and he also requires the support of Senator Conroy and 
Representative Grant In some legislative moves. 

Thus he is between political fires of the worst sort. 

Political observers here openly state that the appointment of 
Mr. Sullivan will be a sharp rebuite to Mr. Russell. They likewise 
feel that the selection of Mr. Lynch will not be regarded favorably 
by the legislators who are supporting Mr. Sullivan. 

What method the Governor will pursue to settle the question 
1« In doubt, but belief has been expressed in some circles that he 
■will look for a compromise candidate, possibly the endorsed choice 
Of the "Portuguese American Civic League— Dr. Raymond R. Coata. 

It is understood the league members are concentrating solely 
on the Costa candidacy and whatever interest is being shown in the 
aspirations of Anthony T. Silva is from other .sources. 

Meanwhile, the flood of telegrams endorsing one or another of 
the candidates continues to reach the Executive Department of the 
State House. 

Mixed with them are some sharply worded messages concern- 
ing the objections of Individuals and groups to candidates. It is 
from these communications that Governor Curley is believed to 
have obtained the information which led him to remark that among 
the aspirants were "good and bad."

WPA licad only at Hopkins' inquest. 

"Probably I'll get through some 
time, but I don't know when," Rotch 
declared. 

The governor aLso predicted there 
would be a general shakeup in the 
WPA administrator's office at Boston. 

He added that he did not know 
who would succeed Rotch as state 
administrator. 

Crovernor Curley has criticised .sev- 
eral phases of Roich's administra- 
tion in Massachusetts recently. He 
previously claimed mtsmanagement 
caused delay in paying wages to 'WPA 
workers throughout the state and 
charged the 'WPA had delayed start- 
ing sidewalk projects. 

Later the governor started state 
sidewalk projects, independent of 
WPA funds. 

Referring to his trip to Washing- 
ton, Curley said he had arranged for 
U. S. Senator David I. Walsh to try 
to obtain favorable action on an ap- 
propriation of $800,000 for projects 
at Port Devens.

Up Goes the State Budget 

The salient facta of the financial program 
which Gover nor Curley; has submitted in hla 
budget message are that the "estimated require- 
ments" for 1936 show an increase of $7,000,000 over 
those of the year previous; and that while the 
state tax levied on cities and towns Is to be re- 
duced by 70 percent, new taxes are proposed which 
•will yield, according to the Governor's estimate, 
about $8,000,000 a year. 

Certain Increases in operating costs, the Gover- 
nor says, are unavoidable. In part they are due 
to the necessity of matching federal grants for 
highway construction. Other increases over last 
•year are $1,400,000 on account of the 48-hour law 
tor employes in state institutions; $650,000 for 
lutomatic salary increases; $600,000 for increased 
reimbursement to cities and towns on account of 
welfare relief; $250,000 for the various elections to 
be held this year; and $500,000 for the Increased 
cost of caring for patients in institutions under 
the Department of Mental Diseases. 

In addition to providing funds for the increased 
budget, the Governor was under the neces.sity of 
fulftlline his promise to do something about the 
Btate tax which is levied on the municipalities. 
His message to the legislature when it convened 
led the public to expect that this tax would be 
abolished. The budget, however, proposes merely 
its reduction from $10,000,000, last year's figure, 
to $3,000,000. In the case of New Bedford the 
saving thus effected in the local tax levy would 
amount to about one dollar per $1,000. 

To meet the extra running expenses and to com- 
pensate for the $7,000,000 reduction in the state 
tax, the Governor proposes certain transfers from 
special funds to general funds. The largest of 
these transfers would be some $3,200,000 from liquor 
receipts. He also proposes the enactment of new 
taxes as follows: An additional ten percent on 
income taxes, thus continuing a tax imposed last 
year as an emergency and for that year only; a 
tax on tobacco and cigarets, estimated to yield 
$3,000,000; taxes on alcohol and slot machines; an 
increase in the tax on receipts from dog-racing; 
and an increase in the fees for motor trucks. The 
latter, which is estimated to yield $1,250,000, would 
not be available until 1937. 

The yield of the additional ten percent on in- 
come taxes is put at $3,000,000. However, this can- 
not be counted as revenue over and above what 
was available last year, since it was collected in 
1935, and will be larger this year only as receipts 
from income taxes are larger. There is some 
doubt as to whether the transfers and the new 
taxes will yield enough to take care o.' the loss of 
,70 percent of the state tax and the increased run- 
ning expenses. There is, as always, doubt as to 
what the legislature will do in the way of making 
appropriations not anticipated in the h\idget. The 
one thing that is certain Is that it is going (o cost 
more than ever to run the state and that more 
taxes are to be imposed.

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THE GOVERNOR'S BUDGET 

Governor Curley's budRit nu'ssajjfe to the legislature is one 
of record figures. It surpas.^es that of 1935 by some seven 
million dollars and it sur|)asst's the previous highest expendi- 
tures of 1930 by more than three and a half millions of dollars. 
As in his message to the legislature the first of the year the 
Governor seeks additional taxes from several sources to replace 
the annual assessment upon cities and towns known as the 
"state tax." This has been foi- many years the method of balanc- 
ing the state budget and has resulted in an excessive burden 
of local taxation upon real estate. It is estimated that without 
a .state tax the average reduction upon local real estate would 
be about two dollars per thousand. Under the new sources of 
taxation sugge.sted by the Chief F^xecutive the burden would be 
spread over a wider field. With this principle we find no 
criticism,, but there should be restrictions to prevent our cities 
and towns from being assessed in the future in this way. The 
new budget figures, however, do not eliminate the entire tax 
as increases in the highway budget, operation of the 48-hour 
law, step-rate i)ay increase to state emiiloyees, forthcoming 
election expenses, additional patients and higher feeding and 
housing costs offset the new sugge.sted revenues somewhat. 
Under the budget figures a state tax of three million is called 
for instead of nine and a half millions in 193.'i. Bond issues 
recommended total slightly more than nine million dollars and 
include a new addition to the State House and new buildings in 
five other .state dejiartments. for hospital buildings for the 
feeble minded and criminally insane and the like. A reduction 
in the amount transferroci from the highway fund to general 
expenses fi'om nine and a half million to six million. The (lov- 
ernor. however, reiterates his request for a siiecial commission 
to work out ways and means of effecting governmental ec<ui- 
omy and he also jioints out that 1935 revenues showed an in- 
crease over the i)it'vious yeai' of about fmir and a half m.illion 
dollars due to impi'oved bu.siness conditions plus legislation 
pertaining to the tax uixmi luirinuituel betting and the surtax 
on incomes. 

There will be .=^trenuou8 objection to certain recommendations 
for taxes upon particular items such as cigarettes, alcohol, and 
slot machines as well as increasing the registration fee for 
motor trucks which latter item will not be effective during this 
year. There will be much objection to certain construction 
under the bond program and it looks as though the legislature I 
will be in for considerable dfbate .^n the fiudpet in the com-! 
ing months. Meanwhile the taxpayers are preparing for the j 
opportunity, which must surely come, to halt the ever-increas- | 
ing flow of governmental expenditures and bring about the j 
much needed reduction and return to the pay-as-you-go | 
policv.

Having said In one paragraph of his budget 
message to tlie Legialalurc that "tlie estimated 
iT(|iilr'cnii'nls for tn.lii stiow an increase over 
(y.'!,'i of •S'T. 000.000." (jovernor Ciirley jn a later 
paragraph .suavely remarks. "The nnforlunate 
rcidure of govenimcnlal thought Is llial the 
activity and ener^' of those In authority Is al- 
ways to increase revenues and rarely to the 
more important feature of reducing expendi- 
tures and effecling economy." 

it is Iruly unforlunale. 11 is peculiarly un- 
fortunate for the Slate and its people that 
Governor Curley is now in authority and that 
his activily. political and otherwise, Is always 
lo increase the costs of the State government, 
(o demand more revenues and to lay a heavier 
find hea\ier burden on the laxpaying industries, 
.ind people of the Commonwealth. 

This is a preliminary budget which Ihe Gov- 
ernor is now submitting — a mild estimate, and 
not the budget thai will eventually emerge after 
Ihe Tiovernor has proposed other increases in 
costs and after members of Ihe I.epislalurn may 
have been beguiled, as last year, by executive 
suggeslioiis of pei'sonal political beneflls to 
I hem. It is noted that only .$;nn,87fi is set aside 
in this preliminary estimale for tlie supplement- 
ary budget and it is a rare year when suppfe- 
menlary expendilures do not exceed ?2, 000, 000. 
Moreover, the Governor appears lo err on the

STATE BAN ON 
ROGER WILLIAMS 

Lions Club Votes Res- 
olution For Action 
By Legislature 



Roger Williams, founder of 
Providence, R. I., anc' an exile 
from Massachusetts for the past 
300 years by decree of the Mass- 
achusettg General court, will have 
the ban against him revoked pos- 
thumously, if plana furthered by 
the Webster l.ions Club are suc- 
cessfully carried out. Meeting last 
night at Parker's Grill for their 
weekly luncheon, members of the 
club adopted a resolution endors- 
ing revocation of the 3 00-year-old 
decree. 

The resolution adopted by the 
Webster club rea<i.s: "Whereas. 
Lions International is having its 
annual convention in Providence 
next July, and Whereas, a bill is 
to be presented in the Massachu- 
setts General Assembly asking re- 
vocation of the banishment of Ro- 
ger Williams, founder of Provi- 
dence, Therefore, the members of 
the Webster Lions Club, feeling a 
kinship between the ideals of Ro- 
ger Williams and the ideals of Li- 
onism, do hereby resolve that a 
copy of this resolution bo for- 
warded to the Providence Lions 
Club." 

In adopting this resolution, 
members of the Webster club are 
co-operating with Lions clubs in 
this country, Canada and Mexico 
which are uniting to further plans 
for the revocation of the ban. 
This action is being taken at the 
suggestion of the Providence Li- 
ons club, which will be host to 
more than 6000 Lions next July 
at the 20th annual convention of 
Lions International in Providence. 
The convention will be a focal 
point in Rhode Island's celebra- 
tion of its Tercentenary, and Pro- 
vidence Lions Club offloials feel 
that it is fitting, in view of the 
Tercentenary festivities «ad th« 
gala atmosphere of the conven- 
tion that Williams, founder of 
Providence, have the decroa of 
banishment erased from beside 
his name, 

William* wag banished from 
MassachusetU in 1636, when the 
Massachusetts General Court held 
that his views on the rights of ci- 
tizens to worship as they saw fit 
and his view on the relationship 
between Church and State were 
Inimical to the general welfare. In 



the light of history it jg adequate- 1 
ly proven that Williams was' 
right.. His name is revered not 
alone in Rhode Island, but where- 
ever freedom Is cherished. He oc- 
cupies a place in the Hall of Fame 
and on the State House in Provi- 
dence Is carved the ideal which 
led him to found Providence: ''To 
hold forth a lively experiment 
that a most flourishing civil 
State may stand and best be 
matn-tained with full liberty In 
religious concernments." 

Since 1B36, Ave attempts have 
been made to have the decree of 
banishment revoked. As recently 
as last year, a bill was presented 
in the Massachusetts General 
Court, but the matter was post- 
poned until the current session, ' 
vkhich began Jan. 1. Representa- 
tive K. H. Washburn of Middlebo- 
ro, father of this bill, has stated 
that he will introduce it at this 
session. Gover nor Cu rlev has de- ' 
clared that he will' B*© glad to sign 
such a measure if it comes to him.

NORTHBRIDGE, Jan. 23. — 
A series of outbreaks of vio- 
lence today at the Paul Whitin 
Mfg. Co. where a strike is un- 
derway, caused injury to sev- 
eral, including policemen. 

Tear gas used by town policemen 
1a,te this afternoon failed to halt 
digturbances. Several shots were 
flred into a hose line that strikers 
■were rising to play on cloth being 
loaded inio freight cars. 

Chief of Police .1, Albert Cullen , 
of the lown police requested the as- 
sistance of state troopers, but the 
•tale police could not intervene, un- 
iMF ordered to hy the Governor or 
Acting Governor. At 6 o'clock to- 
nljslit Lieutenant-Governor Hurley, 
acting on advices from the state 
police, decided the troopers were 
not necessary. 

Police estimated more than 300 
took part in the disturbances. Chief 
Cullen had 14 policemen on duty. 
Police, were roughly handled when 
the crowd broke through lines and 
»om« of the officers were struck 
^ith snowballs. 

The trouble started this morning 
when five or six men, said to be 
overseers at Ihe mill, attempted to 
load with cloth valued at fifteen 
thousand dollars, two freight cars 
that had been put on the siding 
during the night. 

A crowd gathered. The police 
were called. The police ordered 
strikers not to trespass on com- 
pany or railroad property. When 
the freight cars were nearly filled, 
the strikers broke through the 
linen and threw most of the cloth 
l>«ck into the warehouse or into 
snowbanks.

The workers retreated. A short 
time later they resumed their work 
and the strikers again staged an

thousand strikers and S' -^fpathiz- 
ers played a flrehos" .<n 'police, 
railroad officers and a few loyal 
workers of the Paul Whitin Manu- 
facturing Company and unloaded 
two freight cars of unfinished 
cloth goods this afternoon in the 
wildest riot this town has ever 
seen. 

The loyal workers had finished 
filling one car and were complet- 
ing loading of the other when the 
striker's group advanced on them. 
Police hurled tear bombs and 
charged the crowd with little suc- 
cess. 

They finally took away the fire- 
hose but the cloth had been strewn 
over the loading platform. 

Boxer Among Injured

received when he was struck by a 
policeman's club.

Office Help Acts 

It was the move of about seven 
persons, office help and overseers of 
the plant to load two freight cars 
with finished goods that precip- 
itated the riot today. A wall of 
burlap bags hid the activities of 
the men, but one picket thought 
something was suspicious and in- 
vestigated. ^ 

When he reported that the men 
were loading freight cars about 500 
strikers charged the burlap bag 
barrier. The men loyal to the com- 
pany were driven into '.he ware- 
house and barricaded themselves. 
The strikers marched outside, hoot- 
ing, yelling and threatening vio- 
lence to the men inside. The men 
inside were unable to leave and 
company officials had their dinner 
sent to them. 

The strikers then unloaded the 
freight cars, one of which was 

filled and the other half filled with 

finished cloth valued at $15,000, and 
■ hurled the cloth around the plat- 
' form. 



Police Effect Rescue 

The beseiged loyalists were final- 
ly rescued when Chief Cullen ap- 
peared with nine local police and 
nine railroad officers under Robert 
Karens, inspector of the Eastern 
division of the New Haven road. 
Chief Cullen appealed to the Graf- 
ton barrack.s of the Slate Police for 
aid and was refused because of the 
state law. 

In the afternoon, the loyal work- 
ers started to reload the freight cars 
and the strikes, now 1000 strong, 
swept into the millyards and seized 
a firehose. 

It was attached io a fire hydrant 
on Sutton st and then the strikers 
made merry. They played the hose 
on the police and railroad officers. 



1000 workers of the plant demanded 
higher wages and a smaller m.^chine 
load.

"It Is upon the deficit in the gen- 
eral fund budget that the state tax 
levied on cities and towns depends. 
Substantial increases in normal state 
revenues, instead of being used to 
reduce the deficit are being expended 
for additional appropriations. The 
state goes gayly on its way increas- 
ing expenditures and demanding 
new sources of revenue, combining 
the entire program with pious pro- 
testations of regard for the poor 
taxpayer, who is told that by paying 
out of his other pockets he is getting 
tax relief and should not complain. 

"The Governor's figuring on its 
face may seem most plausible.

IN BATTLE 



Riot at the Plant of 

Whitin Company, 

Northbridse

XOKTHDRIUGK, Jan. 23— A 
rampaging crowd of 350 strikers, in- 
cluding men and women, ran wild at 
the Paul Wliitin plant la(e today. 
They broke down a larRc gate and, 
sweeping two local police officer.* 
aside, grabbed fire liosc and soaktu 
$20,000 wortli of cotton and rayon 
goods wb.icli were being shipped out 
cf the mill. 



BATTLE FURIOUSLY 

In a /urious batlle, two local patrol- 
men xvert Injured and one «tril<er beat- 
en, while an over.'cer of the mill was 
neverely punimclcd. Police with drawn 
Unis were no match for the rush of 
•Irikers, and were helpless before the 
onslanKht. The g\ins were useil ftnally 
to shoot hole.*! in the ho.se which wa>i 
being used to drench the goods that 
were hrinp .ernt out. 

ToniKht thiR town, nuiel eince the 
«l»rt of the strike of llMXi workers In 
the Paul U'hitin mill 10 days ago, was 
Jiavlns a b:)d I'ase of jitters, a.i pickets 
«lrolied in front of the plant and police 
prepared to roipiest (.iovc rnor C urley for 
assistance from the State police, a re- 
nuest which was mrned down this af- 
ternoon by Lleutenant-tiovernor .Toseph 
i,. Hurley. 

Hope of a quick settlement loomed, 
however, with the announcement that 
mill omdnl.". repre.wntRlive.-i of the 
«trlker.«, and two federal coneilialora 
■will meet tomorrow .ifternoon In an ef- 
fort to effect a worlsing bapis for an 
ftgreemcni. fnlc-^s something deflr.Jte 
romes out of the meeting, there Is no 
telling what the oiiloome will be. 

No Warning of Riot 

The riotous aclion of this afternoon 
broke suddenly and unexpectedly, as 
mill ortlclHls claim to have received ais- 
■uranera fj-"in nvike leaders that there 
would he no inlerfrrrnce with the ship- 
ment The goods that were being 
• hipped were pood.- Ihal had been com- 
pleted before Uie slrike was called, mill 
clllelals nald, and which t.hey have a 
legal right to ship inafmuch as the 
Itoods are legally the property of the 
cnptomrrf. 



About 15 ovcr.seers Wi-ip r'upiigod in 
placing the hales In two freight cars, 
which had been backed up to the com- 
pany storehouse by the .\ew Haven 
railroad, when the crowd suddenly 
BWCpt forward over Chief of Police 
Albert Cullen and one of hl.>: men. For 
the next thrce-quarlers of an hour 
there was a ^vild nijxup. with clubs and 
lists swinging and ho«e lines drenching 
Btrikcr.'j and police ulike, with several 
shots ringing out over the hubbub as 
police drilled hole.'j in the hose. 

Patrolmen Frank I-eonard and Joteph 
Scott were Inlured hy flying fists and 
a New Haven railroad patrolman was 
beatt'ii. One striker was felled by a 
police club and several others received 
■hrnises. Chief Overseer Carron of the 
mill was also beaten as part of the 
crowd backed him into a corner and 
threw punches at him from ^vcry angle. 

Unload One Car 

At first it appeared as if the crowd 
was going to be peaceful but deter- 
mine'!, and as the overseers finished 
loading one freight car and had another j 
half loaded, the strikers went to work \ 
remo\ irig the goods. They were silc-it 
«t their work and piled the bales of 
gnnda neatly on the platform. } 

Chief C'ullen warned the strikers that | 
the,\' were on private propv^rtv, hut the*' 
paid little attention to him. anil he 
called out e\'ery available man in his 
department, 1(1 of them responding, 
■^'ord wa.-? sent to the railroad officef 
In Worcester and 11 railroad police were 
sent down here. 

Paul Whitin. treasurer of the com- 
pany, went into conference with Ed- 
ward Cournoyer, president of the local 
of the United Textile Workers' Union 
»nd pointed out that the mill had a 
legal right to ship the goori.s. As they 
•tood on the platform, talking, the strik- j 
«rs continued to remove the bales from i 
the cars. 1 

Cournoyer, finally, according to Chief 
Cullen, talked to the strikers and sug- ! 
Rested that they retire to Walker Hall, I 
■where he would address them. He was 
to tell them, Mr. \\'hltin reported, that 
they were infringing tipon the com- ' 
pany's legal right. .Some of the .strikers | 
retired and the overseers thereupon put i 
the goods back into the freight ears. 

Break Dcwn Gate 

When the strikers returned, how- 
ever, and saw the goods being reloaded, 
they rushed the gate, breaking it down 
and literally sweeping over the police. 
This time some of tihem made a rush 
*or the lire hose and vjiives and soaked 

the goods until the police shot holes 
in the hose. 

Meantime, the fury of .some of the 
strikers wa.i turned toward Carron and 
they tried to beat him up. Finally they 
informed Chief Cullen, who was trying 
to got them to disperse, that they would 
go home if Carron went home. Upon 
the latter's departure, the rioters broke 
UP and drifted away, leaving several 
pickets at the inlll. 

Vor !he re-st of the evening and night 
there was no trotihlc. Whether the hit- 
ter cold of (he night or the fact that . 
the strikers itad had their flareup was 
responsible, there was no sign of vio- 
j lence during the evening, and only a 

few pickets remained at the mill. 
I The rioting wae the Becond dcmon- 
! stralion accompanied hy violence eince 
the strike started. .\. week ago some of 
the strikers unloaded a (ruck which was 
taking a ca;go of goods from the mill, 
but since then peace had prevailed. The 
outhur.-it today ca.me as a complete sur- 
prise to the mill officials, who said they 
were relying on a promi«e given them 
by the union head that the shipment 
Of ihe«e finished goodfl would not b« 
molested. 

Press Photographer Attacked 

The sudden .switching of moods was 
llkewl.se surprising, for during the first 
part of the demonstration, and whll« 
Ih,. shipment wa,s being unloaded the 
first tline, there was no indication that 
the strikers were prepared to tight the 
police and damage the goods. But once 



arou^ed, there was no holding the 
crowd, which took its displeasure out on 
a newspaper photographer as well tt« , 
on the police and mill overseers. ; 

The photogratUier's automobile was ; 
overturned and he was pitched into a ' 
snowbank and hi.s camera broken. The 
police said that when the strikers re- 
turned for the second time to unload 
and drench the poods, many of them 
weri? armed with clubs, but Chief CuUeri 
said he saw none of them wielding the 
clut>s. 

Tonight Paul Whilln, Ireaaurer of the 
company. Issued the following state- 
ment: "The series of acts of trespass 
on company and railroad property to- 
da>', the violation of laws In unloading 
railroarl cars, dumping: goods owned hy 
customers, the destruction of fire 
efpiipment and hose, the damage to 
finished goods by water, the assault 
and attack on our overseers, the repe- 
tition of these acts within an hour after 
a pact was made not to continue these 
Illegal violations of law and order, by 
the members of the I^ocal Union 2332 
of the United Textile Workers of 
.America, gives the public an example 
of what the U. T. W, A. means by 
'collective bargaining.' 

"1, per.-ionally, at the height of the j 
disgraceful actions of these union 
members, spoke to the president of j 
the union, Edward Cournoyer, and ; 
other union members and officials, urg- ' 
ing thcin to discontinue these illegal 
tactics, hut despite this fact, and de- 
spite the fact that they had been 
warned by the federal conciliators 
that the goods completed before the 
strike, owned by customers and ord- 
ered out for delivery by them, could 
be shipped without interference by 
strikers, and that the coTnpany was 
within Its legal rights in so doing, 
tiie members of the local tmion kept 
right on wit'.t their violence and caused 
a heavy loss, &a jet unascertained as 
til amount. 

'These same olHcer* and men were, 
the identical ones who had accused th»i 
company of failing to 'co-operate.' The 
comp.Tny has kept [t« word and prom- 
ise«. The U. T. W. A. and its local ha* 
violated every single agreement, prom- 
ise, pact and statement It ha« ever 
made. 

"We stated public opinion wa« the 
final arbiter and Judge in slrlkee. The 
company need not comment on a situa- 
tion ftuch as this. The facts are too ob- 
vious and plain. The company bssued a 
statement at the outset of thi« dispute, 
to the effect that It refused to be moved 
from a righteoiM course or policy b.v 
force or duress. That statement «tiH 
stands."
